Charge Covers a Year. 

Stevens has been a confidential clerk 
to Isaac T. Cook, and Lewis has been a 
bookkeeper. The information sets forth: 
that the. $5990.84 was taken Oct. 4, but 
it is said that the aileged embezzlement 
has covered a period of about a year. 

Both Stevens and Lewis have been 
under the constant surveillance of the 
detective agency for a month, detectives 
going everywhere with them. Detect- 
ives ate with them and slept with.them. 

Both men collected the rentals ofthe 
Chemical Building Co., which has charge 
of the Chemical, Wright and _ Frisco 
buildings, the Stratford Hotel at Eighth 
and Pine streets and the building at 
the southeast corner of Eighth and Olive 
streets. It is charged that they have. 
collected rent which they have failed 
to turn over to the company. 

It is charged that the accused men

Lewis declined to make any state- 
ment.

Edward J. Bradford Jr., brother of 
Mrs. Du Pont and law partner of Ex- 
Chancellor John N. Nicholson, last night 
made an emphatic statement in support 
of his sister. Mr. Bradford, one of the 
best known attorneys in Delaware as 
well as having been a Republican repre- 
sentative in thé last general assembly, 
said: 

“The people who have circulated the 
alleged scandalous stories about . Mrs. 
Du Pont do not even know her. She has 
not been associated with them for years, 
At best they must have obtained these 
rumors. at second hand. They are ab- 


announce this upon my authority in as 
ernphatic a manner as you like.’’ 
Former Husband to Aid Her., 

Some of the scandalous statements. 
which it is alleged were circulated by 
the defendant, were derogatory of the 
marital relations between Mrs. Alfred 1 
Du Port and her first husbaud, G. A. 
Maddox, now in the West. Mrs. Du 
Pont obtained a divorce from Maddox 
on statutory grounds. A sensation was 
created, therefore, when it was learned 
that Maddox himself will appear here 
as a witness for the woman who di- 
vorced him. The reports .were that 
Maddox denounced Alfred I. Du’ Pont 
for “breaking up his home life.’’ The 
former husband will refute this by testi- 
fying against those who are charged 
with making the declarations. 

It was also announced today that 
Maddox, befdre his separation from his 
wife, had arranged to bring suit against 
Elizabeth Bradford Du Pont on the 
same allegations now charged against 
her by Alfred I. Du Pont. This-shows 
the alleged scandal is of long standing. 

Maddox at~no time was secretary to 
Alfred I. Du Pont, as has been stated. 
He was Western manager for the ‘Du 
Pont Powder Co. at a high salary. When 
his wife instituted the suit for divorce 
his resignation was requested. 


Lives Much in Europe. 

Friends of the complainant today gave 
the cause of the affair as “jealousy and 
envy’ of the wife of the rich powder 
manufacturer and of the wealth of Du 
Pont himself. They lay stress upon th 
fact that neither of them ‘cares for Wil- 
mington society; that they are in Bu- 
rope more than they are in America, 
end that their apartments in Paris, on 
the Avenue du Bois de Boulogne, are 
ceccupiedfregularly, Mrs. Du Pont only 
returned from Europe last Friday. She 
had been abroad since last August. She 
spent the summer at her summer home, 
fin Southampton, L. I. She was also in 
Europe in the spring. One of the scan- 
dais was that she was socially ostra- 
cized. 

She is a niece of the late Admiral 
5. F. Du Pont and owns, personally, 
“the Admiral’s handsome home, ‘‘Lou- 
virs,”” near here, where Lafayette was 
entertained.

Prehn, known as “Honest John” 
throughout the county, had told Attor- 
ney Zach Mitchell of Clayton, an old 
friend, several times recently that he 
did not Care to live, An hour before 
noon Monday he left his room upstairs 
and went into the barn. His daughter, 
Miss Laura Prehn, smelled smoke as he 
passed out and mentioned the fact, but 
Prehn paid no attention to her warn- 
ing. 

Found Bedding Ablaze, 

Miss Prehn went upstairs and found 
that the bedding in her .ather’s room 
was on fire. She gave the alarm and 
the Webster Groves volunteer firemen 
responded. By that time the barn was 
burning. The barn was destroyed and 
the house badly damaged. 

Prehn’s body was found in the ruins 
of the barn: A charred rope lay near 
his neck. His watch was found near by. 
It had stopped at 11:09. 

Prehn, who was <4 years old, leaves 4 
widow and eight children. He. was ® 
justice. of the peace for several years, 
retiring 17 years ago, since which time 
he has been in the carpentering busi- 
ness with his ‘brother, Henry Prehn. He 
came from Germany. and had lived in 
Webster Groves more than 6U years.
